NEW HAVEN, Conn., June 
Raymond C. Spang, 35 years old, 
of Ansonia, a World -War veteran 
who escaped yesterday from a hos- 
pital for the insane, today hurled 
his wife and four children to their 
death down a 300-foot cliff known 
'as West Rock, and then followed 
‘in a svicidal leap. 


Spang was committed to Brook- 
lyn Naval Hospital nine weeks ago 
and on April 23 was transferred to 
Base 81, Kingsbridge, for treatment 
for pswhosis mania depression. He 
escaped yesterday afternoon and 
came directly to his home in Am- 
sonia. 

Two hours after he had sent the

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ling through the air, Spang jumped 
off a ledge, 75 feet below the sum- 
mit. Thousands of spectators and 
/'many pelicemen and firemen saw 
\the man leap from the ledge. Four

Hague said he got. a shot- 
gun and fired four times in the.di- 
rection of Spang as the latter clung 
to a ledge: The disjance was too 
far for shots to reach the man. 

The World War veteran began 
climbing down the face of the cliff 
after he had sent his wife and four 
children to their death. Firemen 
and policemen, notified of Spang’s 
precarious perch, came with ropes 
and ladders to rescue him. An 
bulances and physicians arrived. 
While some searched the rocks and 
bushes at the foot of the cliff for 
bodies, others ascended the top in 
automobiles in an effort to reach 
Spang. . 

A fireman, Ernest Berube, was 
lowered with a rope from the sum- 
mit of the cliff to within 10 feet 
of where the war veteran was 
standing. He engaged Spang in 
conversation and learned his name 
while spectators watched tensely 
from below and above. 

Witnesses saw Spang stir. Later 
it was learned he was removing his 
shoes. Suddenly he stood upright. 
He remained poised for a fraction 
of a minute on the ledge, his arms 
stretched before him, and then he 


jumped off.

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VIRGINIA WELCOME 


' Wreath on Monument of 
- Mathew F. Maury. 


By the Associated Press. 
RICHMOND. Va., June 21.— 
Dick Byrd came back to old Vir- 
ginia today to receive the welcome 
of a hero and a native son. 
Thousands of Virginians cheered 
and shouted as the man who con- 
quered the polar skies stepped 
upon the soil of his native state. 


Through solid lines of eager 
friends and citizens Rear Admiral 
Richard Evelyn Byrd rode, _ac- 
knowledging the greeting with sa- 
lutes and modest bows. Guns of 
the Richmond howitzers boomed 
an Admiral's salute. 

“Tt’s great to be back in Vir- 
ginia,” Admiral Byrd said, as he 
arrived at the executive mansion 
for a reception by Governor, Pel- 
lard. 

The entrance of the Admiral! into 
the concourse at thé Broad Street 
Station was the signal for an out- 
burst of cheering that gontinued 
until he passed on to a waiting au- 
tomobile where other thousands, 
unable to enter the station, took 
up the cheering. . Through the 
tumult could be heard the cry, 
“Hello, Dick!” 

Along streets gay with flags, 
streamers and bunting, the Ad- 
miral's automobile wound its way 
to Capitol Square and the executive 
mansion. x 

With the Richmond Light Infan- 
try Blues, a famous regiment and 
his escort in New York, leading the 
way, Admiral Byrd once more rode 
through the thousands to lay a 
wreath on the monument of an- 
other Virginian and explorer, Mat- 
thew Fontane Maury, “Pathfinder 
of the seas.” Here he reviewed his 
escort—Virginians all—while thou- 
sands of admirers joined in the 
greatest ovation ever given a son 
of the old dominion. 

The Admiral went.after the cere- 
mony to “Laburnum,” home of 
John Stewart Bryan, who was also 
his host after his North Pole flight, 
for a dinner with his immediate 
family. Previously he had  re- 
ceived a sword of honor, wrought 
in gold and silver, as the gift of his 
native state. 

With him were his mother, Mra 
Richard Evelyn Byrd: his wife, 
Mrs. Marie Byrd: Mrs. Harry Flood 
Byrd, and his brothers, Harry and 
Tom. 

Along the course of the parade, 
almost four miles, files of his 
friends stood and waved and 
shouted. Arriving at the bronze 
monument erected to Matthew 
Fontaine Maury, who first charted

Associate Justice Pierce Butler 
of the United States Supreme 
Court delivered hig address at the 
new Courthouse. After reminding 
his hearers that as Circuit Justice 
he is a member of the judiciary of 
the Eighth Federal Circuit. which 
includes St. Louis, and speaking 
in praise of the members of bench 
and bar of this community and of 
the people who have made the new 
building possible, he discussed the 
qdunctions of the courts and took 
notice of public charges of weak- 
ness of law enforcement. 
“Everyone is aware,” he _ said,

Limitations of Judges. 

“No matter what the pressure, 
whether from other branches. of 
the Government or from sovereign 
states or interested groups of indi- 
viduals, courts are not at liberty 
to set up standards outside the law. 
But this does not prevent progress. 
The rules of the common law, ex- 
isting codes and statues, are con- 
stantly being changed by lIegisiat- 
ive enactments. And the Federal 
Constitution and the constitutions 
of the states may be amended 
whenever the people are so mind- 
ed and take appropriate action to 
that end. 

“Judges may not put aside or 
stretch the law in order to decide 
according to their individual con- 
ceptions of right and wrong or to 
give effect to what in their view 
would best meet social dnd ecd- 
nomic needs. They are bound to 
take the law as it is.. They have 
to apply it impartially to the con- 
ditions, whether new or old, that 
are properly disclosed in contro- 
versies brought before them for 
decision.

NE of the most pleasant va-

Colo, with its beautiful back- 
ground of the Rockies, and Chey- 
enne, Wyo., where the annual 
Frontier day rodeo will occur the 
latter part of July, and to Yellow- 
stone Park, whose boiling springs, 
fitful geysers, jagged mountain 
peaks and kaleidoscopic colors 
form an attraction for all time.

Rumors of Retrenchment 
This Month Denied as 
Sales Hold Firm.

DETROIT, Mich. June 21.—As 
far as is known, there has been no 
curtailment in June production 
achedules by the automobile manu- 


manufacturers have decided to re- 
trench their output for the current 
month. These rumors were wun- 
founded and, on the contrary, it is 
said that sales have been 4s good 
as during the corresponding perod 
in May, and ‘in some cases even

Reports received by manufactur- 
ers from different parts of the 
country show that stocks of new 
cars in dealers’ hands are nearing

Interest in New Cars.

come. This, however, does not 
refer to every country. France 
and Belgium may take further 
steps to make the cost of import- 
ing American cars almost prohibi- 
tive. But France and Belgium are 
by no means the only countries to 
do business with. One plant offi- 
cial asserted that South and Cen- 
tral America, China and Japan 
have greater opportunities for the 
American motor car exporter than 
most any country in Europe.

turers who have established branch 
plants, to close them down. It is 
claimed that these establishments 
are the cause of compelling smaller 
native concerns from closing down.

“Unemployment in Great Britain,” says Premier 
MacDonald, “is due primarily to the world economic 
and financial crisis.” At no time since the war has 
In coal production she 
has been hard hit by the technical improve- 
ments in the generation of power, which have re- 
duced the demand for coal, by the substitution of

oil for coal as a fuel in manufacturing and in ship- 
ping, by the competition of German and Polish mines 
in the Mediterranean market.

The war’s end cut the volume of ocean freight 
and left the world with an oversupply of ships. Brit- 
ish bottoms have lain idle and shipbuilding has been 
at a standstill. The plight of these basic industries 
has reflected itself in the lessened demand for ma- 
chinery, which has spelled stagnation in iron and 
steel production. Unemployment in all these lines 
has reduced purchasing power, cut the demand 
for goods and spread depression throughout the na- 
tion.

Mrs. Burger Defines Her Position. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


AM quoted by your paper as saying 
it is all right for a dry representative 


to vote wet if his people are wet. Asa 
matter of fact and truth I never made 
such a statement. I was questioned as 
to the attitude a representative should 
take upon the granting of a referendum 
on the eighteenth amendment if his 
state voted in the affirmative on that 
question. My reply was this: If a state 
voted overwhelmingly either way upon 
such a proposition it would be construed 
as a mandate to the representative upon 
that particular question. For instance: 
Missouri voted dry in 1926 on Proposi- 
tion No. 4 by 275,543 majority. Had 
the question been upon the submission 
of a referendum on the _ eighteenth 
amendment, I should certainly hold it as 
a mandate to the representative to vote 
in Congress against such a referendum. 

On the other hand, had that figure, 
275,543, been a wet majority, it would 
have unquestionably been considered a 
mandate to vote in favor of a referen- 
dum in the State. 

Beyond that one point, I contend that 
each dry representative should exercise 
his right to vote dry in such a referen- 
dum in his state should one be ordered. 
There was no implication in anything I 
have ever said to indicate “‘that repre- 
sentatives in office should comply re- 
gardless of conviction with the demands 
of their constituents.” As a matter of 
fact again—representatives usually do 
comply with the demands of their con- 
stituents, the dry representatives repre- 
senting a dry constituency and the wet 
representing his wet constituency by 
their votes in Congress. The matter to 
which I have referred in the beginning 
of this article is entirely different. 

I was simply endeavoring to be fair- 
minded and just in the opinion which I 
gave, which evidently the Post-Dispatch 
did not understand or appreciate. 

May I call attention to a matter of 
fact again? I in no way represent the 
Anti-Saloon League. I have the honor 
of being the president of the Missouri 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union, 
an organization composed of thousands 
of Christian dry women who are loyal! 
to our Constitution and our flag, and 
who are and will continue to be con- 
sistently dry.

nificance for American business. Idle British textile 
plants buy no American cotton. Idle British work- 
ers buy fewer American automobiles, less American 
wheat. Europe’s mounting trade barriers shut out 
American as well as British goods. Economic forces 
know no political boundaries. Depression, like pros- 
perity, spreads throughout the economic structure. 
Behind the world’s shifting trade and fitful industry 
lies the money problem. The currencies of all in- 
dustrial nations are based on gold. Domestic indus- 
trial production in America, in Germany, in France, 
in Japan, has grown by leaps and bounds since the 
war; but gold output has by no means kept apace. 
The quantity of business exchanges has grown. The 
quantity of money available to accomplish those ex- 
changes has increased but little. Prices, consequent- 
ly, have had to fall and have fallen, in the last year, 
throughout the world. With falling prices, business 
men find themselves selling goods close to cost pro- 
duction or below it. They cut their scale of opera- 
tions, lay off workers. Consumer purchasing power 
is reduced. Demand falls off. Depression prevails. 
Economists have estimated that the world must 
add to its monetary gold stock by 3 per cent each 
year to carry on its increasing trade at a stable level 
of prices. There is scant prospect that the develop- 
ment of known ores will enable us to keep this pace. 
We are faced, therefore, with the prospect of a con- 
tinuously declining level of prices involving business 
readjustment through repeated industrial crises. By 
economizing in the use of our gold supply we might 
save ourselves for a time.

The law was short-lived, be 
ing repealed when the sensitive Pennypacker left the

This law was passed at the 
behest of a legislator harassed by a publication of no 
consequence called the Duluth Rip Saw. It. was his 
method of silencing criticism, though he already had 
ample protection from injury under the libel laws. 
The Rip Saw’s editor died before action could be 
taken, but the law remained on thé books as a 
threat to all newpapers which might incur the enmity 
of politicians. 

In 1927 the Saturday Press of Minneapolis, which 
had waged a clean-up campaign against the city ad- 
ministration, was subjected to prosecution under the 
gag law. County Attorney Floyd Olson, whom the 
paper had attacked, obtained an injunction against 
the paper on the ground that it published “malicious, 
scandalous and defamatory matter.” , The Saturday 
Press was forced to suspend publication, although 
many of its charges of municipal corruption were sub- 
sequently borne out. 
The Minnesota law strikes at the very heart of 
the ancient American principle of freedom of the 
press. As the Miami News puts it, freedom of the 
press in Minnesota is reduced “to about the free 
dom of the straitjacket.” If such a law is held valid, 
newspapers will be at the mercy of any rascally pub- 
lic official who cannot afford to have his actions ex- 
posed. The public would be deprived of its greatest 
safeguard against dishonesty in public office. 
Gov. Long is using a more subtle weapon in his tax 
proposai, but his motive is the same as that of the 
Minnesota legislator who squirmed under the at- 
tacks of the Rip Saw. It comes under the head of 
grudge legislation and is, therefore, apart from all 
questions of constitutionality, not worthy the serious 
consideration of the Louisiana Legislature.

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HOW TO DODGE A TORNADO. 

Since “cyclone cellars” now are passe, except in a 
figurative and political sense, some suggestions on 
what to do when a tornado approaches are in order. 
These are furnished by a bulletin of the United 
States Weather Bureau, which says that it is possible 
to dodge a tornado, though it does not advise trying 
to outrun one. As nearly all such storms move to- 
ward the Northeast, except a few that go to the 
Southeast, one can get away by swift travel in an 
opposite direction. When a tornado is sighted moy- 
ing across country, plucking feathers from chickens, 
driving straws through oak trees, turning wells inside 
out and wreaking other havoc, the observer will 
find “the automobile obviously a valuable adjunct 
for escape,” the bureau judicially states, provided 
there is a road or open country available for haste 
at right angles to the storm’s course. 

Here again the motor age shows its superiority 
to the horse-and-buggy era. The Weather Bureau 
bulletin opens a new field to the auto manufacturers, 
for obviously swift pick-up and high speed will have 
more than usual significance when the driver is 
racing a tornado. A few tests of the Weather Bu- 
reau’s advice should furnish some thrilling testi- 
monials, too. The tornado belt will await with 
much interest the results of the first authenticated 
tornado-auto race. 
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ANOTHER RIGHT GONE WHAM. 

United States District Judge Wham in East St. 
Louis holds that Federal prohibition agents need not 
wait for a search warrant and may rush right into 
a house in which from the outside they see cans, 
jugs and bottles they believe to contain illicit liquor. 
Apart from the case in which this decision was giv- 
en, which may have included circumstances peculiar 
to itself, Judge Wham departs far from the common 
law theory of search and the constitutional guaran- 
tee against its abuse. 

We do not presume to read the Judge a lesson in 
law—and indeed he may be, probably is, right, within 
the letter—still we admit an old-fashioned prejudice 
against letting any official Tom, Dick or Harry gal- 
lop into a home on a basis of what he merely thinks, 
believes or suspects. Of course an officer has the 
right and duty to invade premises where he has rea- 
son to believe a crime is being committed, but the 
emphasis should be on the “reason” rather than the 
“believe.” 

Frankly, we cannot believe that a can or jug is 
per se a suspicious object, or that a bottle of illicit 
Whisky, however it may smell or taste, Secessarily 
looks any different from whisky one has a right to.

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POLITICAL IDEALISM IN FRANCE. 

Are French literati being satirical when they com- 
pare the political idealism of 1930 with the 1830 
romantic movement in literature? That movement 
produced Victor Hugo, Balzac and Lamartine, and is 
summed up as a time when France forgot about its 
petty local concerns and envisioned humanity as a 
whole. In 1930, say the literati, political leaders are 
expressing a similar romanticism in terms of the 
proposed United States of Europe, the treaty of I.c- 
carno and the Briand-Kellogg pact. 

Surely the idea of a United’ States of Europe is an 
idealistic and romantic idea, we might even say fan- 
tastic. It is predicated upon the assumption that it 
is possible to merge a score or more of relatively 
homogeneous nations, each with its distinct 
language, culture, traditions and jealously guarded 
sovereignty. Practical men quail at the problems in- 
volved in devising a single government, or even a 
customs union, under which Italians and Englishmen, 
Swedes and Lithuanians, Albanians and Spaniards 
would be willing to live.

The Government In Business 


I\eorganizing waterways service on efficient basis turned $1,000,000-a-year loss into 
$82,000 annual net income; made possible by vesting authority in one man and 
forming corporation with powers of any private concern; Gen. Ashburn, chair- 
man, says U. S. can show the same results in any line with proper organization. 


AN the Government successfully carry 
C on a business? I believe that it can if 

the business is rightly organized. In 
the case of the Inland Waterways Corpora- 
iton, I beliewe that we/have shown how it 
should be organized; namely, so that it may 
function as any private business corpora- 
tion functions. The Inland and Coastwise 
Waterways Service lost nearly $1,000,000 a 
year from 1920 to 1924, inclusive. Reorgan- 
ized in 1924 as the Inland Waterways Cor- 
poration, it has turned that loss into an av- 
erage annual net income from operations 
of $82,000 for the years 1925 to 1929, 

The Inland and Coastwise Waterways 
Service was created in 1920 to carry on a 
water transportation system analogous to 
a great trunk rail system, providing cheaper 
transportation to the public than all-rail. 
From 1920 to 1923 the service existed under 
the greatest difficulties... It was poorly 
equipped, its yearly life depending upon 
the temper of Congress in the matter of 
appropriations. It had no surance for 
the future and could therefore make no 
plans; its very existence was threatened by 
interdepartmental quarrels, — 

e as a 


The service was absolutely doomed to fail 
unless it could have a fair chance to op- 
erate as any other transportation agency 
would operate. Realizing this fact, and be- 
ing responsible to.the Secretary of War and 
to Congress for the operation of the sery- 
ice, I suggested in my annual report for 
1923 that since there seemed to be a sincere 
disposition to develop common carriers on 
our interior streams there must be a gen- 
eral recognition of what our experience had 
demonstrated, and that there should be pre- 
sented to Congress a concrete program 
based on that demonstration, this program 
to be accepted or rejected. 

The creation of the present Inland Wat- 
erways Corporation was then recommended. 
The argument for such a corporation was 
set forth, in brief, as follows: We beHeve 
that if a corporation is created, provided 
with $5,000,000 capital, and given all the 
powers necessary to fulfil the purpose of 
its creation, we can so function as to dem- 
onstrate in five years either that water 


‘transportation can be placed on a self-sus- 


taining basis or that our whole policy of 
‘making streams navigable is a colossal mis- 
take and should be abandoned. 


. * * 
In drafting the bill every conceivable 
form of Government corporation was 


studied. The object was to create a corpor- 
ation with all necessary powers, to place it 
under a single responsible head. and to 
eliminate any merely supervisory authority 
over this head. The corporation was grant- 
ed therefore all the powers possessed by 
any private transportation agency, and in 
addition “such other powers as may be 
necessary or incidental to fulfill the purpose 


' of its creation.” 


If the public was to have assurance that 
it might safely patronize Government lines 
it Was necessary to make certain that op- 
erations would not suddenly be discontinued 
and that new projects would not dissipate 
our funds. The law accordingly provided 


that “the operation of any such facilities

shall not be discontinued and new lines 
shall not be developed or operated until 
authorized by Congress.” 

For the further protection of the pub- 
lic, the corporation was made Hable before 
the courts and it can be sued without the 
consent of the United States. In order that 
it might operate like a private corporation, 
the necessary money had to be available 
at all times and subject to no restrictions 
except that it must be spent to carry into 
effect the policy of Congress. This end was 
achieved by having a capital stock of $5,- 
000,000 appropriated by the United States, 
to remain available until expended. 

* 2 


Congress thus created a corporation with 
capital stock fully paid up, with all neces- 
sary powers definitely granted, with a con- 
tinuing executive head, and with all the re- 
sponsibility for the success of the enter- 
prise vested in one man, the Secretary of 
War, who represents in himself the stock- 
holders and the board of directors. 

The chairman is in direct control of the 
executive department, which is located in 
Washington, Its total overhead is less than 
$50,000 a year. Each year the chairman 
prepares and submits to the Secretary of 
War a budget covering all salaries for the 
next year, which includes every employe 
except laborers paid by the day or hour. 
Owing to our accurate cost system this 
budget, prepared a year in advance, has 
rarely if ever been exceeded. ! 

The corporation operates mainly on the 
Mississippi and Warrior rivers. The division 
managers, who are charged with mainte- 
nance and repair of terminals, have full au- 
thority within the limits prescribed by the 
by-laws, their activities being co-ordinated 
through the executive department. We con- 
sult freely with outside experts and pay 
them well for their services. 

« <a “ 


What have been the results of this Gov- 
ernment enterprise? The history of the War- 
rior River Terminal Co., a subsidiary of the 
Inland Waterways Corporation, offers one 
striking example of its efficiency. The cor- 
poration took over a railroad 19 miles in 
length which had been thrown into the 
hands of a receiver and ordered sold by a 
court in 1926, and rehabilitated the proper- 
ty so that in 1928 is earned more than 
$30,000 in excess of 6 pér cent on the 
value of the property. 

When the Inland Waterways Corporation 
was organized, the “sound value, with 
nothing allowed for good will, entered 
upon the books of the corporation amount- 
ed to $9,762,858. In November, 1929, 
the book value of the corporation was no 
less than $19,746,350.06. The capital stock 
of the corporation, originally fixed at $5,- 
000,000, was later increased to $15,000,000. 
On Dec. 31, 1929, thére was a little more 
than $2,200,000 of cash on hand and un- 
issued stock to the amount of $6,000,000. 

A study of the accounts of this corpor- 
ation, its methods of operation, and its fi- 
nancial results will, I believe, demonstrate 
that its operations have been highly effi- 
cient.

In Alsace, his native land, where 
the Dreyfus family occupied a 
prominent position tn Mulhouse, 
nobody would believe a crime of 
this nature could have been com- 
mitted by one of its compatriots. 

Only when Major Picquart be- 
came the director of the French 
Intelligence Service did the affair 
take a decisive turn. Picquart 
succeeded Col. Sandherr on July 1, 
1895, to the great displeasure of 
Major Henry, who wanted this po- 
sition for himself. 

General de Boisdeffre, Chief of 
Staff, told Maj. Picquart on enter- 
ing his position at the Intelligence 
Office he should continue investi- 
gating the reasons which might 
have induced Dreyfus to become a 
traitor. 

De Boisdeffre had not been ful- 
ly convinced at that time of the 
guilt of Dreyfus. Picquart, who 
had been delegated by the Minister 
of War Mercier to attend to the 
proceedings of the court-martial 
and who had noticed then the 
flimsiness of rroofs of Dreyfus’s 
guilt, was confirmed in his original 
opinion that a great wrong had 
been done. This opinion, however, 
became a certainty, when in March,

1 feel sure 
that I myself deposited this card in 
a mail letter box.

Picquart. Address and contents of 
the “petit-bleu” naturally aroused 
his attention. He did not doubt 
for a moment that this card re- 
ferred to a new affair of espionage. 
He decided to keep the matter a 
secret for the time being to avoid 
prematurely exciting suspicion, as 
had been done in the Dreyfus af- 
fair. That the “petit-bleu” was 
connected with the Dreyfus affair 
developed later. 

The watching of Esterhazy start- 
ed on April 17, 1896, but did not 
result in connecting him with me, 
because I had no dealings with him 
after the middle of March. 

Maj. Picquart first of all got fn 
touch with a fellow-officer of Es- 
terhazy and questioned him cau- 
tiouslv regarding Esterhazy’s per- 
sonality. The description of the 
fellow-office was not one to in- 
spire confidence. He pictured Es- 
terhazy as rather unpopular in the 
regiment, as very inquisitive re- 
rarding questions of artillery, and 
as being heavily in debt. 


How Esterhazy’s Script 

Was Identified. 

After Esterhazy had been dis- 
missed by me, he had tried through 


Deputy Jules Roche to get a com- 
mission at the War Office on the 
strength of which to renew the 
relation with me. He had written 
various letters to the Minister of 
War and his aide-de-camp. 

One of these letters was sub- 
mitted to Picquart, who thereby 
came into possession of Esterhazy’s 
handwriting. He ascertained for 
the first time that it was the same 
as that of the bordereau. Pic- 
quart showed a photograph of this 
letter to Du Paty and Bertillon, 
without, of course, informing them 


| by whom the letter was written. 


Du Paty said it was the hand- 
writing. of Mathieu Dreyfus, the 
brother of the condemned. Du 
Paty claimed that the condemned 
had made use of his brother's 
handwriting for the bordereau. 

Bertillon said: 

“ah, that is the handwriting of 
the bordereau!” 

At the end of August, 1896, Pic- 
quart asked for the bordereau to 
ascertain for what reason Dreyfus 
had been condemned. He was sur- 
prised at the insignificance of the 
secret file, and his belief that Drey- 
fus had been convicted without be- 
ing guilty became a certainty. He 
informed Boisdeffre, who was evas- 
ive and referred him to his chief, 
Gen. Gonse. 

The entire proceedings at this 
period show that neither Gonse nor 
Boisdeffre and the Minister of War 
had any intention of taking up the 
Dreyfus affair.

Picquart, who did not wish that 
the affair should be revised from 
this direction, got in touch with 
Gen. Gonse, calling to his atten- 
tion the scandal which would arise 
if the investigation were net made 
by the War Office. During an in- 
terview with Gonse on Sept. 15 
the following dialogue took place: 

Gonse: This is an affair which 
cannot be revived! Gen. Mer- 
cier and Gen. Saissier are con- 
nected with this affair. 

Picquart: But Dreyfus is inno- 
cent! / 

Gonse: That does not matter. 
We cannot be influenced by such 
considerations. 

Picquart: You*see that the 
Dreyfus family is working at the 
present time; that they strain 
every effort. Well, if they are 
going to discover the real cuiprit, 
what will our situation be? 

Gonse: If you don't tell, no- 
body will know! 

Picquart: This is awful, my 
General. I do not wish to carry 
this secret to my grave. 

Gonse and Boisdeffre refused 
Picquart’s proposal to summon 
Esterhazy and investigate the “pe- 
tit-bleu,”” as well as the proposal 
to send a telegram to Esterhazy in 
the type of the “petit-bleu” and 
then arrest him. . 

When the Ministers involved in 
this matter, the Chief of Staff, 
Gonse, Du Paty and Henry, who 
in their own interest wanted to 
avoid, at all costs, the reviving of 
the Dreyfus affair, saw that Pic- 
quart continued his investigations 
of Esterhazy energetically, they 
became convinced that Picqtart 
should be removed. 

A very important occurrence in 
the development of the Dreyfus 
tragedy was the publishing of the 
facsimile of the bordereau in the 
Matin of Nov. 10, 1896. This pub- 
lication excited the attention of 
the entire country, the greatest 
attention from me and Esterhazy, 
because only now I clearly saw 
that they had confused Dreyfus and 
Esterhazy; that Dreyfus had been 
convicted instead of Esterhazy. 
Esterhazy must have been aware 
when his handwriting was pub- 
lished that he was ‘ost. I imme- 
diately recognized the handwriting 
of Esterhazy and promptly  in- 
formed my friend, Col. Panizzardi, 
who now learned for the first time 
the name and position of my in- 
formant. 

Truth Withheld 

for Diplomatic Reasons. 

My situation was rather awk- 
ward. The question now arose 
whether I should come out with 
the entire truth to give a full ex- 
planation concerning this awful 
mistake, thereby bringing abott 
the discharge of one innocently 
condemned. 

If I could have acted according 
to my desire I surely would have 
taken this step. But on careful 
consideration I came to the deci- 
sion not to interfere in this mat- 
ter, because, considering the state 
of things, nobody would have be- 
lieved me, and such a stép would 
not have been advisable from a 
DIPLOMATIC STANDPOINT. 

I further considered that the 
French Government now was in a 
position to take the necessary 
steps to compensate for the wrong 
they had done, and therefore I 
was fortified in my decision. 

On Nov. 14, 1896, Picquart was 
taken to the Minister of War, Gen. 
Gonse, who declared that appar- 
ently indiscretions had taken place 
at the Intelligence Office; that it 
had been decided to give him im- 
mediately a special mission in the 
West. Prior to this the secret file 
of Dreyfus had already been tak- 
en away from Picquart.

German unity, stimulated 
both by the necessity for common 
defense as well as the onward 
drive toward expanson and em- 
pire. We know that the German 
people, united in race and lan- 
guage and in the common destiny 
of the Fatherland, accepted with 
enthusiasm the goal of unity and 
the greater goal of the German 
people. On this foundation the 
federated states of Germany have 
maintained their integral identity, 


can disturb and for which the 
whole is ready to fight as one man. 


The Common Element. 


In all three of these successful 
federations, there has been one 
common element which served to 
weld them together. Without the 
forward pressing toward common 
destiny of the federated nation, 
welded unity would be lacking. 
Common defense, enhanced by 
common destiny, has brought these 
three great federations to a full 
realization of their integrity. They 
will continue that bond of unity 
and their federated parts will be 
welded only so long as there is that 
common aim that is the common 
essential for their welfare which is 
found in the inviolate unity of 
their several component units. 

Now, tn the consideration of the 
new federation, namely, the United 
States of Europe, can we find such 
a community of effort, of aim, of 
destiny? How different are the 
aspirations of the European na- 
tions! Even more than plain di- 
versity of aim, there is a conflict 
in that aim. In this present age, 
can the aspirations of France and 
Germany be merged? Can the in- 
terests of Great Britain be com- 
bined with those of the continental 
nations, while the nations of the 
far-flung British Empire demand 
loyalty to the standard of Britan- 
nia? How can we sink our vari- 
ous differences and standards? 
Europe today is too different to 
unite into one composite whole in 
which the interests and aspirations 
of each shall be absorbed in the 
welfare of the whole. Political, 
economic and racial complexions 
are too markedly different and 
would produce a European mongrel 
rather than a thoroughbred. 

The reason for the federation ifs 
as yet lacking in Europe. The 
formation of a federation will need 
to be motivated by far greater 
and more dynamic forces than at 
present are found in the European 
international sityation. Europe is 
not harassed yet by pressure from 
without. A federation might cre- 
ate such pressure. Pan-Europa 
might easily be met by Pan-Amer- 
ica and Pan-Britannic. 


Britain and Russia. 


Two combinations stand out 
boldly—Great Britain and Russia. 
In case of these Powers are pro- 
posed federation they would be in 
a dilemma. First, if Great Brit- 
ain came in it would entail the 
whole of the British Empire and 
the European federation would 
have immediately extended its 
boundaries to all parts of the world. 
Secondly, if Great Britain stayed 
out, the federation would be lack- 
ing the most powerful European 
Power. 

Besides, isa European federation 
possible without Russia? She occu- 
pies almost one-half of Europe. 
What a tremendous threat! Then, 
could the Soviet political philoso- 
‘phy harmonize with that of the 
rest of Europe? And what of Asia- 


tic Russia? 


Pan-Europa would be 
faced with the embarrassment of 
deciding whether she wants to 
leave half of Europe out or take 
half of Asia in. 

There is in Europe a pressing ne- 
cessity to reach a period of pacifi- 
cation, but the present unrest, dis- 
content, maladjustment is an ob- 
stacle to any Pan-European con- 
solidation. Before we can arrive at 
a general merging of aims, there 
must be earnest, sincere recon- 
sideration of existing treaties. The 
nations which have come out of the 
war victorious are dissatisfied with 
what victory accorded them and 
before tranquillity is restored there 
must be a retouching of the facts 
which are the basis of . European 
relations.

grocery stores. It provides to the 
member societies the plans for the 
shop, the selling system, the audit- 
ing system, a manager if desired, 
goods at wholesale, etc. But the 
Co-operative Union is actually con- 
trolled through. a system of propor- 
tional representative government 
by the various member societies. 
Its policies are decided and its di- 
rectors elected at the annual con- 
gress by majority vote. 

The co-operative system, as it 
effects the purchaser, works in 
this way, Suppose, for example, it 
is desired to start a co-operative 
society in a rura] community where 
no co-operative store exists. Or- 
ganizers for the Union go into the 
community and lay down a bar- 
rage of propaganda by means of 
meetings, special movie films and 
newspaper publicity. They secure 
a certain number of backers, in- 
terested persons who are willing to 
invest small sums varying from $25 
to $100. These investors are guar- 
anteed a return of 5 per cent on 
their money. Sometimes it is nec- 
essary for the Union to advance an 
additional small sum to start the 
store. 


Rebates for Customers. 

Once started, the society accum- 
ulates members—who are purchas- 
ers at the store—by a most ingeni- 
ous method. The buyer receives 
with every purchase, however large 
or small, a coupon which when 
pasted in a book that is like a bank 
book and turned in at the end of 
the year entitles him to a 3 per 
cent rebate. These rebates must 
accumulate, with interest at 5 per 
cent, to 100 kronor (about $265) 
before the member can draw upon 
the capital. 

The effect of this system is in- 
stantly seen. The coupons are a 
decided stimulus to buying. The 
thrifty Swedish housewife loves to 
See them accumulate. It is a pain- 
less form of saving. And at the 
end of the year, if all the coupons 
have been saved, three per cent of 
the year’s purchases is returned in 
cash. Moreover, the fixed prices in 
th co-operative shops are slightly 
less than those in the other shops 
on most commodities, so that there 
are two economies, an outright one 
and the 3 per cent rebate. Nor 
does the membership of 400,000 
householders, representing about 
one-fourth of the population, in- 
clude by any means al]! those who 
shop at the co-operative stores. 
There are many casual purchasers 
who do not save their coupons, 


Shops Models of Efficiency. 

The shops are models of neat- 
ness and efficiency. In the large 
towns such as Stockholm and 
Gothenburg they are specialized, 
food stores, bakery and confection- 
ery shops, butcher shops, and, with- 
in the last five years, shoe stores. 
Many of the societies, particularly 
those in rural communities and 
small towns, operate only one gen- 
eral store. The Stockholm society 
has 271, that in Gothenburg more 
than 100. The operation of the va- 
rious shops is supervised by com- 
mittees elected by the societies. If 
the store manager slackens his re- 
gime and the result is inefficiency 
and untidiness, he hears about it 
very quickly from the chairman of 
the committee. 

The shops are designed along the 
lines of the most modern architec- 
ture, with wide expanses of glass. 
Within the wares are most conven- 
iently and attractively displayed. 
The Co-operative Union maintains 
the largest architectural office in 
the country. As almost everywhere 
else in Sweden, the scrubbed clean- 
liness of all the shops visited by the 
writer was amazing. It would have 
been literally possible to have eaten 
from the floor. 

Restaurants Added to Chain. 

The co-operative movement {is 
rapidly spreading into fields other 
than merchandising. The Stock- 
holm society recently opened two 
excellent restaurants which will be 
operated as the stores are. The Co- 
operative Union two years ago or- 
ganized. an automobile insurance 
company which has already begun 
to prosper. And the Union is con- 
stantly reaching out for new man- 
ufacturing ventures. 

It now owns the largest flour 
milling industry in the country. The 
mill and granaries at Steckholm 
contain the most modern equip- 
ment and there is a staff of tech- 
nicians constantly at work seeking 
to improve:the quality of the prod- 
ucts manufactured and to reduce 
their cost. The Union has several 
olemargarine factories, producing 
a considerable percentage of the 
entire supply of the country. Large 
quantities of oleomargarine are 
used here, as in the other Scandi- 
navian countries, since the Swedes 
export a great deal of their butter 
to England. Some years ago the 
Union began the manufacture of 
rubber soled shoes and automobile 
tires and has twice been compelled 


to enlarge its plant. 
Manufactures Bulbs. 


The Union has nearly com pleted 
a large factory on the outskirts of 
this city for the manufacture of 
incandecent light bulbs. The rea- 
son for entering this field illustrate 
very clearly the methods of the Co- 
operative Union. The manufacture 
of light bulbs in Europe is con- 
trolled by a syndicate with Ameri- 
can connections. The price in 
Sweden is maintained at about 38 
cents for a bulb of average size. / 
The Union felt that this price was 
too high, and tried, without suc- 
cess, to obtain cheaper bulbs. A 
thorough investigation proved they 
could be manufactured for about 
24 cents, allowing a safe margin 
for profit which would swelj the 
surplus of the Union. A long fight 
over patents followed. The Union 
won and the factory was begun. 
The Union fully expects that when 
it is ready to enter producton, the

Much Bitter Opposition. 
The Union has not reached its 
present point of development with- 
out fierce opposition on the part 
of certain manufacturing interests 
and the wholesale and retail mer- 
chants of Sweden. The Mter’ have 
formed a protective association to 
combat the growth of the Union. 
The propagandists for this associa- 
tion charge the Union intends to 
stifle free competition; that it is 
run on behalf of the policital in- 
terests of the Social-Democratic 
party; that its goods are of in- 
ferior quality; that it is misman- 
aged. 


The Union doesn’t bother to 


charges, It goes ahead with busi- 
ness as usual. Its advertisements 
appear in all the newspapers, par- 
ticularly those that are in most vio- 
lent opposition to the Union. These 
advertisements streas price and in- 
vite a comparison of quality with 
the goods in privately-owned shops. 
The stores stock the goods of-all 
leading private manufacturers as 
well as those made in co-operative 
factories and mills, They are com- 
plete shops in every respect, with 
everything that he consumer could 
possibly desire. 


Welcomes Competition. 


“We are in business, we yelcome 
competition,” Kentwater said. 
“Without competition and keen 
competition, we fear we might be- 
come lax and careless. About all, 
we do not want to eradicate our 
competitors. We want to compete 
with them in the matter of effi- 
ciency and price as-we are doing 
today. It is quite unfair to say 
that the Union is used politically. 
Politics, theory, enter very little. 
And it is not controlled by the So- 
cial-Demeocratic party. Some of 
our officers and directors belong to 
one y, some ‘to another.” 

It is true, however, that a certain 
idealism must inspire most of of- 
ficers and directors. Their sal- 
aries, when the scope of the busi- 
ness of the Union is considered, 
seems very low. Albin Johansson, 
managing director, receives a sal- 
ary of 20,000 kronor a year, a lit- 
tle more than $6000. 

It becomes obvious that there is 
no limit to whieh the co-operative 
movement may ge here in Sweden. 
First, however, % must, hold the 
advances it has made and that, in 
the opinion of impartial observers, 
may prove difficult. The personnel 
up to the present time has been of 
a very high standard, thanks large, 
ly to the group of younger men 
who, before the war, were keenly 
desirous of fostering the co-oper- 
ative movement. ‘The standard of 
the personne] must be kept up if 
the co-operative movement is to 
enlarge its scope. And that, say 
certain impartial observers, will be 
the difficulty. 


Co-Operative Apartments. 


New ventures are continually en- 
gaging the interests of the direc- 
tors. There is now nearing com- 
pletion here in Stockholm a group 
of co-operative apartments built for 
the mill and office workers. They 
will be leased at very modest prices 
for Stockholm, where rents are 
higher than in any other capital of 
Europe. They were built by the 
Co-operative Union and they may 
lead to similar developments 
around other co-operatively owned 
mills and factories, 


The story of co-operative hous- 
ing in Sweden is a chapter in it- 
self. In 1923, the architect, Sven 
Wallander, aided by a small subsidy 
from the state in the form of va- 
cant property, started a co-opera- 
tive housing movement called the 
Rent-Payers’ Union. Since that 
time in Stockholm alone apart- 
ments housing 4000 families have 
been built. A proportionate num- 
ber has been built in other cities. 
The tenant pays down about $3250, 
which gives him a 20-year lease- 
hold. In addition he pays an an- 
nual rental of a little less than 
$250. This is for an apartment of 
two rooms, kitchen and bath. These 
phenomenally low rates are pos- 
sible, of course, because no ground 
rent is included in the cost. The 
buildings are handsome and ar- 
ranged around garden courts. In 
all the larger buildings there are 


-

the evening. Children can be left 
here for a nominal sum if both 


apartment 
houses are working people. in 
several of the larger apartment 
buildings. there are co-operative 
stores, but the Co-operative Union 
has no direct connection with the 
Rent Payers’ Union. 


In other departments that vitally 
concern the cost of living the proc- 
ess of socialization has been car- 
ried forward directly by the state. 
Power is a case in point. The 
Federal Government produces 35 
per cent of the power that is be- 
ing used in Sweden today and con- 
trols 32 per cent of the potential 
power resources of the country. 
About 1910 the Government began 
to develop power sites, chiefly in 
remote communities where private 
capital had lacked the initiative 
te enter. Since that time, how- 
ever, the Government has built « 
chain of power stations which form 
a connected link along the whole 
length of Sweden, about a thousand 
mileg. 

The reasons for this development 
have been threefold. First, such a 
chain was desired because of the 
strong position it gives the Gov- 
ernment in the power field—an 
almost impregnable position in the 
face of any crisis or emergency. 
Second, it was desired to make 
power available to even the most 
remote communities. The third 
objective was one of price By 
competing in the open field the 
Government has kept power rates 
down to a comparatively low level. 

Keeps Rates Down. 

The Government has competed 
on a purely business basis from 
the first, paying a return on 4 
capitalization that includes not 
only the real, but the potential 
Value of the power sites involved 
in the development. The Govern- 
ment pays a tax to the various 
provinces through which its power 
lines run, as do private companies. 

Power franchises in Sweden are 
very simple and very arbitrary. 
They state that power must be fur- 
nished at a certain price. Failing 
this, any other retailer of power, 
including the Government, may en- 
ter the field in competition. It is 
easily seen how an efficient Gov- 
ernment power service can hold the 
rates of private companies in 
check. And there is little doubt 
that the Government service is ef- 
ficient. It is kept free from pol- 
itics to a large degree by @ system 
of five-year appointments, with a 
board of directors composed of 
leading engineers and technicians. 
the directors stress the fact that 
the Government is in business, 
selling power in competition with 
highly efficient private concerns. 

Phones and Railways. 

The story is the same with the 
other state-owned utilities. The 
telephone system is generally con- 
ceded to be one of the most effi- 
cient in Europe. A large propor- 
tion of homes have telephones 
which cost the average householder 
about $2.50 a month As an ex- 
ample of the efficiency of the serv- 
ice it is possible in Stockholm this 
summer, during the arts and crafts 
exposition, to place a call in four 
different languages, English, Ger- 
man, French and, of course, Swed- 
ish. This has been done for the 
convenience of foreigners. The 
state-owned railways, of which 
there are 3000 miles, are oper- 
ated with great cfficiency on care- 
fully worked out schedules. They 
are rapidly being electrified. 

So the process of socialization 
goes forward, one that will enable 
Sweden to retain a place in the 
new era that European economists 
foresee, an era in which Russia—a 
mechanized Russia—will play a 
prominent part. 

The other Scandinavian coun- 
tries are not far behind. In fact, 
because the farmers’ co-operatives 
have been so thoroughly and skill- 
fully organized, Finland ranks pro- 
portionately first in Europe in co- 
operative endeavor, Denmark 

second and Sweden third. Co- 
operation is a painless—to a large 
degree at any rate—means of ad- 
justment to the modern world, a 
world that has little in common 
with that which existed before the 
war. It appeals to the solid sense 
of the Scandinavians. It may very 
well be the factor which will enable 
them to maintain the stout integ-

Bond House Publication Discusses Improve- 
ments in Real Estate Securities Result- 
ing From Modern Urban Build- - 
ing Development. 


America’s growth of cities, as 
reflected by the 1930 census fig- 
ures, is a matter of such recent 
and rapid development that few 
people are aware of its true sig- 
nificance, according to a_ study, 
“The Trend Toward the Cities,” 
just released by Halsey, Stuart _¢$ 
Co. 

A continuation of the trend to- 
werd the city—even an accelera- 
tion of its pace—is looked fcr 
under the multiple influences of 
modern civilization and the grow- 
ng activity of the United States in 
international trade, finance and 
manufacture, 

In the 30 years from 1900 to the 
present, the trend has changed the 
entire aspect of the country, the 
survey states. At the beginning of 
the century, 60 per cent of the 
population was rural.’ Today, more 
than half the people live in towns 
and cities. Dwellings have changed 
with the trend. In 1900, with 
rural population and the small 
town in domination, families lived 
principally in individual homes. To- 
day, the study points out, in Man- 
hattan, more than 96 per cent of 
the population lives in apartments, 
and in Chicago, more than 80 per 
cent. The tremendous growth of 
apartment buildings in just , the 
last few years is indicated by the { 
contracts for apartment construc- 
tion covering the entire United 
States. The estiniate for this type 
of work in 1921 was approximate- 
ly $464,496,000. In 1929, it had 
jumped to $1,189;258,000. 

Even more significant than the 
change in living habits is the 
change in working habits, which 
was primarily responsible for the 
growth of the city, according to the 
survey. This has brought about 
the huge increase in skyscraper 
construction, resulting in the build- 
ing of veritable cities within cities. 
The principal reason for such 
heavy concentration of office 
space, of buildings, population and 
land values in. certain selected 
parts of the cities, is that it pro- 
motes efficiency in commercial 
transactions. The greater the 
density of city population, the 
more urgent the -construction of 
high buildings which permit mer- 
chants, manufacturers and other 
husiness men to maintain close 
proximity to their banking and 
trade connections, and to the prin- 
cipal transit facilities. 

Concerning the importance to in- 
vestors of this trend, the Halsey 
publication says: 

“Behind the familiar wrecking 
of obsolete structures, the clatter 
of rivetersy and other -eoutward 
signs of the new order, is a. far- 
reaching devélopment in our civ- 
ilization, a development in concen- 


‘tration in many forms—concentra- 
tion of land values, of architectural 
skill, of steel and building mate- 
rials, of humanity and, back of 
those tangible things, a tremendous 
concenrtation of capital to finance 
new building projects. The final 
objective of this intensive effort is 
a striving to meet the imperative 
demands of the present age for ini- 
proved efficiency, convenience, 
quality, beauty and value, whether 


surroundings. ; 
“To the investor who recognizes 
the vital importance of keeping il 
close touch with ‘underlying eco- 
nomic changes that may be re- 
flected in security values, the im- 
portant construction programs 
which are under way in and 
around our greater cities carry spe- 
cial -significance. The develop- 
ments which have taken place in 
real estate finance afford splendid 
opportunities for conservative in- 
vestment, under safeguards which 
are esaily recognized. 

“The growth of mode cities 
has led to two ‘major improve- 
ments, in the past few years, in 
that most favored and most an- 
clent of all types 6f secured loans, 
the real estate mortgage, the writ- 
en history of which foes back more 
than 4000 years. Of those two 
recent developments, the first is 
the large corporate real estate 
bond issue, secured by a fee or 
leasthold lien upon an individual 
property. It is a direct result of 
the trend toward large city struc- 
tures in favored central locations, 
for which the required 4inancing 
may range from $5,000,000 to $15,- 
000,000 or more for a single build- 
ing. The second development is 
the large collateral mortgage loan, 
secured by individual mortgages on 
a considerable number of separate 
properties, especially in the better 
residential suburbs tributary to ac- 
tive, growing cities. This represents 
a forward step toward more effici- 
ent methods of handling residen- 
tial mortgage loans, which have 
long been classed among the 
soundest forms of investment.

A GENTLEMANLY SHIP SCUTTLER

OU don't have to be told that 
y a detective ought to know about 

criminals. Especially a super- 
detective, a harrowing Hawkshaw, 
like the Superintendent of the Se- 
cret Police of His Majesty Louis 
XVI of France. Essentially and 
especially he, that is, if he is to be 
efficient, effective, efficacious and 
effectual.

For this particular Miss Johnson is 
a great figure in the Empire today. 
Australia has taken her to its collec- 
tive heart. When she started out she 
knew only one person in Australia, a 
woman in Sydney, to whom she carried 
a letter. Now, it is said, she knows, 
or soon will know, about 6,000,000, 
which is about all the Australians 
there are. They have accorded her 
celebrations approaching those with 
which Lindbergh was greeted when he 
flew across the Atlantic. All the high 
officials in the land have greeted her, 
feted her and worshiped at her shrine, 
which is a battered and patched-up 
airplane. From England the King and 
Queen have wired their congratula- 
tions and her name headed the roll 
when the King recently issued his 
birthday list of

nel Lindbergh did. It is not hard to 
see why. 


She did what she said she would do, 
and did it mostly on nerve. The odds 
were all against her. Nobody conced- 
ed her even an outside chance. Yet 
she executed one of the most aston- 
ishing flights in the history of avia- 
tion. She didn’t even have a new 
plane. She started out in a used ma- 
chine which her father and Lord 
Wakefield bought for $3000, Lord 
Wakefield, a good angel in such mat- 
ters, having agreed reluctantly to help 
finance the flight. She didn’t have a 
mechanic. She was her own mechanic. 
She had skinned her knuckles and

split her nails for months 
learning how to overhaul 
an engine. She didn’t 
have a navigator. ; 
Acting as her own pilot, 
her own mechanic and her 
own navigator, she started 
out alone to fly 11,000 
miles on one of the world’s 
most perilous air lanes, an 
air lane previously flown 
only by the most skillful of 
professional pilots—and an 
air lane three times as long 
as the trans-Atlantic flight. 
Then, with only 90 hours of 
flying experience behind 
her, she _ proceeded _ to 
break all records by arriv- 
ing at Karachi, India, in six 
days, two days ahead of the 
mark of Captain Bert Hink- 
ler. She _ crossed 
India in two hops 
and tackled the 
jungles, the moun- 
tains and storms of 
Burma and the 
Malay Peninsula. 
Rain blinded her 
and heavy wind 
carried her off her 
course. She was 
compelled to make 
landings in inadequate fields 
and jungle clearings. She 
broke a propelter and bamboo 
spikes tore her wing fabric. 
But she made repairs and 
fought on, crossing the trop- 
ical, storm-swept seas and ar- 
riving at last at Port Darwin, 
19 days after her take-off 
from Croydon. She was 
brown and tired and deaf 
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from the roar of her motor—but vic- 
torious, although she had not beaten 
Hinkler’s time record. 

In all her days she won't forget the 
harrowing details of that flight. She 
won't forget her ordeal at Moulmein 
Pass. She gave a graphic account of 
it upon landing at Bangkok after bat- 
tling rain and fog for seven hours in 
flying 350 miles. 

“TIT left Rangoon in blinding rain,’’ 
she told a correspondent. ‘I crossed 


the sea, keeping 
low and endeav- 
oring to find 
Moulmein before 
climbing to seek the pass over the 
mountains into Siam. 

“I met nothing but clouds and rain. 
I could not find Moulmein nor the 
pass through the mountains. I kept 
searching for half an hour, and then 
found I was lost. I then climbed to 
9000 feet and tried to cross the moun- 
tains blindly, steering toward the 
north because the weather seemed 
clearer in that direction. I turned to 
right and left trying to get through, 
when suddenly I camw out in clear 
weather and found that I was still on 
the same side of the range. I had not 


: crossed at all. I had another 
try at finding Moulmein and 
the pass and, as the weather 
seemed a bit clearer toward the 
south, this time I made another 

\ shot to get through the clouds, 
and climbed and climbed. This 
time I managed to come out on 
the other side of the 
mountains, but my posi- 
tion was off my map 
section and I had no 
idea where I was. 

\ “Tt was impossible to 
pick up any landmarks, 

— and for three hours I 


a kept flying through 
—_ heavy clouds, every now 


and then getting a 

glimpse of rivers. Three 
more hours passed before a real land- 
mark came into view. My fuel was 
getting frightfully low when I finally 
picked up the railway junction § in 
Siam where the northern and north- 
eastern lines of the Siam State Rail- 
way join. The rest was pretty easy.’’ 
That was a London stenographer, all 
alone. 

There were other hours, too, which 
she wouldn't enjoy living through 
again. There was the nerve-racking 
flight from Aleppo to Bagdad in an 
earlier stage of her trip. Her machine 
was caught in a sandstorm and tossed 
about in a violent gale. In 10 min- 
ute she dropped from 7000 feet to 300 
feet. There were dense clouds and 
visibility was something that didn’t 
exist. She finally decided to attempt 
a landing in the desert to wait for the 
storm to pass. By some almost miracu- 
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lous fortune, she managed to do it, 
but found her position on the ground 
was scarcely less perilous. She had to 
block the wheels of her machine with 
tool boxes to keep it from being blown 
away. Then she stood for two hours 
with revolver drawn, momentarily ex- 
pecting an unwelcome visit from a 
party of Arabs, for she was near 
enough to a camp to hear the dogs 
barking. But after the storm she got 
safely away. 


A foggy stretch between Calcutta 
and Rangoon contributed its full quota 
of woes. The fogs deepened and the 
latter part of this day’s hop was 
through heavy rain and against strong 
headwinds. She had to cross the Yo- 
mas mountain range at 12,000 feet 
and then descended to 200 feet in or- 
der to follow the coast line. 


T INSEIN, 15 miles north of 
A\ aneoon. she mistook a football 

field for the Rangoon race course 
and attempted a landing. The space 
was too limited and the machine tax- 
ied into a ditch, damaging wings, 
wheels and propeller. It had to be 
hauled to Rangoon in a truck for re- 
pairs, which delayed her two days and 
caused her to fall behind the schedule 
of Captain Hinkler. 

There was a 10-hour flight over the 
Java Sea, part of the way through a 
storm, and in Java fuel shortage com- 
pelled her to make a landing on the 
swampy ground of a jungle clearing.

PORTLAND, Oregon. 
POT of gold is at the beginning instead 
of the end of George W. Joseph’s rain- 
bow. It is a dead man’s money, and 
it is the first link in a chain of cause 
and effect that seems likely to land in 
the governor's chair this lawyer who 
has been disbarred by the Oregon 
Supreme Court. Joseph has won the 
Republican nomination, and unless the 
Democratic vote is far above its normal 
strength, he will be elected in November, 

The steps by which this situation can be traced back 
to the fortune of $1,500,000 left by E. Henry Wemme on 
his death in 1914 are clear. There was litigation over 
the estate, and the interests represented by Joseph lost 
in the Supreme Court. Joseph openly made serious accvu- 
sations against certain members of the court. The tribunal 
disbarred him. He sought public vindication and ran for 
Governor. Hoping merely to poll a sufficient vote to show 
that many people still had confidence in him, Joseph sur- 
prised himself by winning the nomination from his six 
opponents. 

Back of this obvious chain of circumstances, of course, 
is the character of a man for whom adversity has always 
been only a challenge. Joseph started life with nothing 
and has fought for everything he has. As sheep-herder, 
farmer, logger and miner he fought poverty and obscurity 
by manual labor, and after he had become a lawyer he 
continued the struggle with his wits. 

Of Scotch-Irish ancestry, Joseph was born in a log cab- 
in on Joseph Creek at the lower end'of Goose Lake in Mo- 
doc County, California. His father, Edwin Worthington 
Joseph, was a native of Zanesville, Ohio, and his mother, 
Delilah Jane Heath, was a daughter of the Rev. George W. 
Heath, one of the pioneer Methodist ministers of Oregon. 

When he was a boy, George Joseph’s father removed 
to Chewaucan Valley in Lake County, Oregon, and estab- 
lished the first sawmill in that region. He later returned 
to California and engaged in ranching. 

Young Joseph was ambitious to obtain an education. 
He herded sheep for two years on the edge of the Oregon 
desert, a remote region near Albert Lake, to earn suffi- 
clent money to aid him in his schooling. He entered the 
high school at Lakeview, Oregon, when 16, working for 
his board and lodging. Finishing this small school, he 
decided to study law and entered the office of W. A. WiI- 
shire of Lakeview, continuing to work for his meals and 
a place to sleep. He later got a job in a general mer- 
chandise store in the same town, working long hours as 
combination clerk, delivery boy and janitor. 


AKEVIEW in those days, the late ’80s, was a small 
[wow where ranchers purchased their supplies. In 

Lakeview cowpunchers, for miles around, spent their 
earnings é¢ach payday, and annual rodeos were held in the 
town. Men worked hard and lived hard. 

In the early ’90s Joseph went to Portland and read 
law in the office of Watson, Hume and Watson, paying for 
his instruction with his work as janitor. He completed 
his legal education with this firm and was admitted to 
the bar in 1893. He continued his association with the 
firm for two years, and in 1895 formed a law partnership 
with Julius L. Meier, who is now one of the principal 
owners of a department store in Portland, one of the 
largest independent department stores in the West. Joseph 
has been legal counsel for this store for a number of 
years. 

During the Alaska gold rush in 1897 Joseph went to 
the Yukon, where he spent the winter mining. The young 
attorney made his “poke” and ‘returned to the States in 
1898, resuming his law partnership at Portland with 
Meier. When Meter retired from practice to enter the 
department store, Joseph formed a partnership with 
Frank Schlagel, another former Lakeview boy. On the 
dissolution of this alliance Bert W. Haney joined forces 
with Joseph. E. W. Littlefield later was taken into the 
firm. Haney was a member of the United States Ship- 
ping Board in later years, and Littlefield was a district 
judge for several terms. Joseph remained out of politics 
until 1910, when he was elected to the State Senate from 
Multnomah County. 

On October 7, 1903, Joseph married Bertha L. Snel! 
of Drain, Oregon. To this union a son was born, who is 
now a member of his father’s law firm. Haney is still 
a member of the firm. 

After serving his first term in the State Senate, Joseph 
did not seek re-election unti] 1920; he won the office and 
kept it two terms. 

While a member of the Senate during these years he 
advucated a constitutional amendment providing for cre- 
ation of a commission in Oregon to formulate plans to 
develop cheap water power. Bills to this end were 
defeated in 1921, 1925 and 1927. 

As a climax to this career of struggle came the 
Wemme litigation and its aftermath of professional! loss 
and political gain. Joséph was attorney for Wemme.

How a Court Fight Over a Dead Man’s Money Has Led George W. Joseph of Oregon, Former Sheep- 


Tender and Yukon Miner, Into Political Prominence and the Bad Graces of the State Supreme Court. 


500,000 fortune in the real estate 
business. Joseph drew Wemme’s 
will, and after his client’s death as- 
sisted in carrying out its provisions. 

Under the will a company was 
formed, the BR. Henry Wemme 
Company, and the stock was divided 
among the heirs, all of whom lived 
in Germany except one, August 
Wemme of Portland. Out of the 
estate $500,000 was set aside, to 
be managed by three trustees, with 
instructions for them to hold the 
property by means of the corpora- 
tion, and build a maternity hospi- 
tal, which, with ‘the remainder of 
the fund, was to be given to the 
Christian Science churches of Port- 
land. Provision was made for 
Christian Science practitioners at 
the hospital, but not for any physi- 
cians. On this point a hitch de- 
veloped. A State law requires a physician to be always 
in attendance at a maternity hospital. The church au- 
thorities refused to meet this requirement, and so could 
not operate the institution. They sold it to the Salvation 
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Army. Meanwhile, the United 
States had entered the World War, 
and the alien property custodian 
of the United States seized the 
stock of the E. Henry Wemme 
Company which stood in the 
names of the alien heirs. E. W. 
Wickey was legal counsel for the 
alien property custodian. Joseph 
was the attorney for the fund in 
the hands of the church. 

After the war was. over 
Thomas Mannix of Portland.came 
into the case as attorney for Au- 
gust Wemme and the foreign heirs, 
who sued to break the will and re- 
cover the money set aside for the 
hospital. After several years the 
case reached the State Supreme 

Court, which finally ruled that 
as the will was faulty in not pro- 
viding for medical treatment, the, 

$500,000 set aside for the hospital should go to the 
heirs. As the hospital had already been sold to the 

Salvation Army, the court decided that the money paid 

for it should be held by a committee of trustees until all 
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matters connected with the case were settled and the 


money could be paid to the heirs. One matter ati}! to be 
adjusted is Mannix’s fee. The heirs refused to pay hip 
the $135,000 he asked, and he brought suit to ep). 
lect it. The money for the heirs ifs still being hel 
in trust. 


The litigation caused bad feeling between Joseph ang 
Mannix and they engaged in public controversy in whic 
they made various charges against each other. Presently 
the names of two justices of the Supreme Court wer 
brought into the quarrel, Joseph asserting the Judges 
and his opponent had been unduly friendly while the 
case was pending in the upper court. He said’ Manni; 
boasted he had given liquor to the two justices and “stood 
in high” with them. He also declared that one of the 
judges sold Mannix an option to buy for $100,000 a mine 
in Idaho in which the judge had sunk $25,000, and tha: 
the transaction took place when there was no apparent 
way for Mannix to raise the money unless he won the 
Wemme suit. 

A committee of lawyers reviewed the charges against 
the justices and exonerated them of any corruption 
Joseph, however, continued to attack them and Manni 
in radio speeches and pamphlets. 

Mannix and Joseph then filed disbarment charges 
against each other and both cases were put before the 
Supreme Court. This body appointed three circuit judges 
to act as referees and make recommendations to the 
court. 

Joseph contended that Mannix had made an agreement 
with the heirs of the Wemme estate by which Mannix 
was to receive 50 per cent of whatever money he recov- 
ered for his clients. It also was alleged that Wickey, 
former counsel for the alien property custodian, had 
joined forces with Mannix and the two of them had bought 
up stock of the E. Henry Wemme Company. Mannix said 
Joseph had tried to intimidate the Supreme Court into 
giving a decision favorable to him, Joseph, in the Wemme 
case, 

The referees recommended that Joseph be disbarred 
for life and Mannix for three years. But the Supreme 
Court, giving its decision about six months later, disbarred 
both for life; the court stated, however, that Joseph could 
be re-instated if he would publicly retract his charges 
against its members.

So much 
for racket number one. 

Now turn to a more honest group of 
racketeers—but racketeers just the 
same. They are a certain type of press 
agent. Some of them actually do earn 
a portion of the money they receive 
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ewed by a “‘director,”’ who prob- 
coesn't know a camera from a 
yhone. He appraises her talents 
‘tiines her course of instruction. 
‘ever, this appraisal generally

classes of press agents, those employed 
by studio publicity departments, and 
the kind usually spoken of as free- 
lances. Their game is largely 
one of smooth salesmanship and 


politics. 


The press agent’s job is to con- 


vince a rising young player or even an 
established one that a good publicity 
campaign would do more than any- 


thing else to raise his standing in the 
industry. After getting the account at 
a salary ranging anywhere from $25 
to $100 a week, the press agent's job 
is to keep his client satisfied. This 
can be done in two ways. 

One is by actually putting over a 
good publicity campaign. The other 
is by doing a great deal of fast talking, 
in a flattering vein, of course, so as to 
make the client think he is receiving a 
tremendous return on his financial 
outlay. 

Both methods are practiced by Hol- 
lywood press agents and they seem 
equally successful. 


NOTHER group of our rack- 
A eteers are publishing film trade 
papers, supposedly giving ac- 
curate accounts of what goes on in 
the industry. However, their scrib- 
blings are influenced largely by the 
size of advertisements they can 
sell to various individuals. For ex- 
ample, we never have known of a trade 
paper “panning” & picture, no matter 
how terrible it might be, if the director 
of that picture fis a good advertiser. 
Some even go to the extent of prom- 
ising a certain amount of editorial 
praise with each ad. the amount of 
praise depending upon the size of the 
ad. . The publisher of one local trade 
paper puts out an annual edition 
which he openly announces @s & “*hold- 
up number.” and expects everyone in

the industry to advertise in it. 

Most of these trade papers can do 
no one any good or any harm, since 
they are read only in the industry, and 
everyone here is familiar with their 
method of operation. Yet the film 
suckers fall for them, mainly because 
they like to read nice things about 
themselves, even though they know 
that they have paid tor them. 


HERE are testimonials. It is al- 

most impossible to pick up a 

magezine or newspaper without 
finding out that some film star prefers 
a certain brand of soap, a particular 
cigarette, a new brand of smoking to- 
bacco, a particular brand of coffee, a 
certain make of swimming suit, a spe- 
cial brand of perfume, a specific kind 
of chewing gum, and dozens of other 
things. 

Soliciting these testimonials offers 
a fertile field for the racketeering gen- 
tlemen of the movie hamlet. Often 
the star receives no compensation out- 
side of a free sample of the article 
which he or she indorses. However, 
the gentlemen who secure the testi- 
monials are paid good money by the 
manufacturers of the various commod- 
ities. 

Their job does not end with the 
mere securing of the testimonials, 
either. They also must take care to 
deliver the stars free samples of what-

ever they have indorsed. 
This is the means used by 
the manufacturer of mak- 
ing sure that the star who 
indorses his article actu- 
ally uses it, because even 
film folk will use some- 
thing they get for nothing 
in preference to an article 
they must buy. 

Occasionally, however, 
a star is handsomely paid 
for his indorsement of 
some article. It is gaid 
that Lew Cody received 
quite a sizable check for 
the use of hia name in an 
advertising campaign for 
ginger ale. And Will 
Rogers is reported to 
have gotten $50,000 for 
declaring from billboards 
throughout the country 
that he prefers one brand 
of gum to all others. 

Selling photos of film- 
dom’s various celebrities is another 
racket which pays a high dividend. 
There is one firm which makes a prac- 
tice of handling stars’ fan mail free of 
charge. The only expense to the player 
is postage and the actual cost of pho- 
tos mailed out. “The firm makes its 
profit by securing names and addresses 
of thousands who are interested in 
film celebrities. Letters are then writ- 
ten to these persons telling them of 
the firm's very attractive offer of 
“five beautiful pictures of motion pic- 
ture stars for $1,” or whatever the 
price may be. And they sell a tre- 
mendous number. of pictures whieh 
cost them only a few cents each. 


| HEN there are those who sell 
the confidential telephone num- 
bers of the movie colony to anto- 
mobile salesmen, real estate promot- 
ers, insurance agents and hosts of 
others at so much per number. 

Nearly all persons connected with 
the film industry have confidential 
numbers which are not listed in the 
phone book and which eannot be ob- 
tained from the telephone company. It 
is their only means of protecting them- 
selves against the hordes of parasites 
who would pester them to death. As 
a rule these numbers have to be 
changed three or four times a year be- 
cause they become so well known. 

Sometimes the list is turned over for

a specified sum of money. Other times 
the person furnishing the phone num- 
bers receives a commission on all sales 
to those whose numbers he has fur- 
nished. A list of 100 numbers will 
net its possessor anywhere from a few 
hundred to several thousand dollars, 
depending upon the number of places 
he can sell it and his ability to bar- 
gain with those desiring the list. These 
numbers are learned in many different 
ways, but the most popular method {fs 
through social contact. The racketeers 
manage in some way to secure invita- 
tions and then go about their business 
of making as many friends as possible 
and thereby obtain their phone num- 
bers. 

A recent lawsuit against a well- 
known star brings to mind another 
form of racketeering practiced rather 
freely. The most common form of law- 
cuits against individuals, however, 
charges breach of promise, and the 
racketeers generally manage to get 
some kind of settlement out of cour’ 
heeause the stars cannot afford to have 
their names dragged into scandals, 
even though they know the charges to 
be unjust.

Would-be writers from all parts of the 
country are continually suing studios 
for stealing their stories. Not one per 
cent of these persons ever are awarded 
damages by a court. Nevertheless, 
their practices are annoying and are 
largely responsible for the studios 
discontinuing the buying of stories on 
the open market.

Another racket upon which the 
youths have a monopoly is that of 
pointing out stars’ homes. Saturdays 
and Sundays always find them parked 
in convenient locations, their dilapi- 
dated Fords covered with huge signs 
proclaiming to the world that they wil! 
point out the homes of movie stars 
for 50 cents. 

Sometimes they point out the real 
homes of the stars and some- 
times they dont, but since the 
tourists for whom they act as guider 
don't know the difference, everyone 
goes home satisfied. 

There is, however, one cioud on 
the racket horizon. There is intense 
jealousy among the racketeers They 
seem to be proud of being engaged in 
their different rackets.

GALESBURG, Illinois. 
N THIS. shady, 
quiet little city a 
strange thing has 
come to pass. Ig- 
noring the assur- 
ye ances of deep 
thinkers that the 
machine age is 
upon us, and the 
| ‘well - established 
reputation of the Middle West for 
practicality and materialism, a college 
which has been training students for 
bread-and-butter jobs has died, while 
its nearest rival—a college so severely 
cultural that it dropped journalism 
from its curriculum as too utilitarian 
—goes on triumphantly, stronger than 
ever. 

Lombard College, noted for years 
for its football and other athletic 
teams, its school spirit and liberal 
ideas, expired the other day. And 
Knox College, its fellow townsman., 
hale and vigorous at 93, is preparing 
to look after the orphaned family of 
Lombard students, and going ahead 
with an ambitious program to make 
“dear old Siwash’’ a greater center of 
Classical learning. 

Financial difficulties have brought 
about the closing of the go-getting lit- 
tle college founded by Universalists in 
1851. George G. Davis, who became 
president of Lombard two years ago, 
has said that in modern business the 
trend is toward consolidation and that 
education can profit by following it; 
that the cause of education would be 
advanced by combining the support 
hitherto divided between Knox and 
Lombard. Probably few would dis- 
pute this reasoning. But few doubt, 
also, that if Lombard had had plenty 
of money it still would be carrying on 
as a separate institution. 

Increased operating costs caused the 
school, some years ago, to spend some 
of the principal of its endowment. The 
financial outlook became unfavorable. 
The endowment fell below that re- 
quired for good standing in the North 
Central Association of Colleges and 
High Schools, to the disadvantage of 
students who wished to become teach- 
ers. In 1928 the Unitarian Church 
undertook control of the school, mak- 
ing it a grant of $260,000 on the con- 
dition that the college raise a consid- 
erable amount itself. While plans for 
a campaign to raise the money were 
under way the bottom fell out of the 
stock market last fall. Alumni of this 
practical school—persons whose train- 
ing had been planned to equip them 
for success in a practical world—and 
other supporters of the institution 
were among those hard hit by the 

crash. This, coupled with the gener- 
ally bad financial conditions, must 
have made a campaign for money to 
aid the college appear hopeless. It is 
interesting to note that Knox had an 
appeal for funds already in progress 
—-a 10-year campaign—that it contin- 
ved to push despite the economic 
gloom and that money kept coming 
in from alumni who had studied such 
impractical things as Greek and Latin. 


UT the end was in sight for 
BR ventare and a few weeks 

ago came the word that it was 
Planning to cease functioning as a sep- 
arate institution. 

The first brief announcement set all 
kinds of rumors afloat through this

college town, which has always taken 
a deep and partisan interest in the af- 
fairs of the two schools.

President Albert Britt of Knox. He 
has approved “a union of Lombard 
with Knox’”’ as a proper way to express 
it.

Knox wili take over the aca- 
demic and alumni records of Lombard 
and accept its undergraduates with 
full recognition of their Lombard cred- 
its. Also it will require them to pay 
next year only the $200 tuition fee 
that obtained at Lombard instead of 
the $260 Knox regularly charges. 
Knox will add three Lombard profes- 
sors to its faculty. The Lombard 
trustees will dispose of the school’s 
real estate and otherwise wind up its 
financial affairs. 

At first it was thought Knox might 
take over the Lombard charter, with 
its tax-exempt provisions, but lawyers 
decided the two charters could not be 
combined. 


HERE seems to have been a gen- 
eral feeling of regret in the town 
that Lombard was to pass out 
of the picture. The college had 
many friends among the people of 
Galesburg; in some ways it prob- 
ably has been closer to them than 
Knox has, despite the fact that 
it is on the edge of town, while 
the older school is just on the 
border of the business district and 
surrounded by the residences of the 
citizens. One gathers that Galesburg 
is proud of Knox for its scholastic 
standing, but has felt chummier with 
Lombard as something less remote 
from the workaday world. And even 
those who have been adherents of 
Knox doubtless deplored the fact that 
no more would their blood be stirred 
by the fierce athletic contests between 
the schools which usually came as near 
to group assassinations as rules would 
permit. 

Of course, these stimulating spec- 
tacles have been denied rooters for 
the last six years, athletic relations be- 
tween the schools having been severed, 
but as long as both colleges existed 
there was hope that they would some

more emphasis 6n “athletics than is 
necessary to make the school reason- 
ably attractive to prospective students. 
There seems to be no getting away 
from the fact that for the average 
youth, about to enter college, a good 
showing in football and other sports 
is an important consideration. 

At Lombard the development of out- 
standing athletic teams, particularly 
football, was part of its program to fit 
students to step from school into jobs. 
It gave courses in coaching, and, nat- 
urally, a graduate who sought a job 
as coach would find it helpful to have 
played on @ team of champions. 

Lombard also gave business training 
and a fairly comprehensive course in 
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home economics, which included cook- 
ing and sewing. No Greek or Latin 
was required for graduation as at 
Knox. 

From its beginning, Lombard was 
liberal in its attitude toward women. 
It was the first college in the United 
States incorporated as a co-education- 
al institution, with equal academic 
rights to female students, and was the 
first to grant the honorary degree of 
doctor of divinity’ to a woman, Au- 

. gusta J. Chapin receiving the honor in 
1893. Women students took a promi- 
nent part in the life of the school up 
to its close, and were subject to less 
rigid restrictions than in many sister 
institutions. They furnished a con- 
siderable part of the volume of rhyth- 
mic sound that emanated from the col- 
lege rooters when Lombard teams 
went into action. It might be men- 
tioned, in contrast, that only in the 
last two years have Knox girls been 
permitted to take part in the organ- 
ized yelling for their school. 


OMBARD was chartered in 1861 

as the Illinois Liberal Institute. 

Although organized by a group of 
Universalists, it was nonsectarian. The 
first building, located downtown, 
burned in 1855, and Benjamin Lom- 
bard of Henry, Illinois, gave $20,000 
toward a new one. This was built on 
the present campus, and the name of 
the school was changed to Lombard 
University in honor of its benefactor. 
Thé ‘‘university’” became ‘‘college”’ in 
1900. In 1881 the Lombard Divinity 
School was established, which later 
became the Ryder Divinity School and 
was moved to Chicago. It was affil- 
iated with the University of Chicago, 
but remained one of the departments 
of Lombard. 

The little liberal college has grad- 
uated its share of persons who have 
become eminent. The best known prob- 
ably is Carl Sandburg, the poet. Other 
alumni include Major-General Harry 
C. Hale, commander of a division in 
France in the World War; the late 
Harlow N. Higginbotham, president of 
the Columbian Exposition, and the late 
Lucy Hurd Van Horne, a member of 
the first graduating class, who mar- 
ried Sir William Van Horne, Canadian 
railway builder. 

Knox College is virtually as old as 
the city of Galesburg, having been

It is in that part of Miss Morse’s 
work whose utilitarian value may not 
be immediately apparent that most in- 
terest probably inheres—the train- 
ing of society girls, clubwomen, house- 
wives, business and professional men 
and children in poise and proper use 
of the speaking voice. A good many 
of such people take lessons privately 
and often keep it secret from family 
and friends.

equipment is deficient—or her 
parents do. Her business in life 
is to be ornamental and charming 
and she hasn’t those qualities to 
the degree desired. She goes to 
Miss Morse for aid. The in- 
structor sets to work on mind, body 
and voice. She shows the pupil 
how to stand, walk and sit grace- 
fully. She puts her through ex- 
ercises calculated to develop bod- 
ily control. She teaches her how 
to speak so her voice will fall 
pleasantly on the ear and what 
she says will be heard distinctly. 
Pronunciation is emphasized— 
including the softening of the 
flat a in certain words, and a par- 
tial dropping of the final r in 
others. Throughout this training 
there is constant effort to stimu- 
late the mind and quicken the 
interest and thus help the 


er. Clergymen 
and trial law- 
yers seek Miss 
Morse’s__—ittrain- 
ing, not only to in- \ 
crease the _ effective- 

ness of their speaking, 

but to learn to use 

their voices in such a way 
that they will not tire. 
Throat specialists occasion- 
ally send pupils to her— 
persons who, they discover, 
have throat ailments merely 
because they have strained 
muscles by improper use of the 
voice. 

Men and women who have no inten- 
tion of speaking in public but think 
the ability to converse in a _ clear, 
well-pitched voice, with good enuncia- 
tion and articulation, will increase 
their success ig business form another 
type of pupil. There are housewives, 
too, who at middle age or past find 
their husbands have grown far beyond 
them in mental development and 
worldly polish. They go to Miss 
Morse to try to gain sufficient poise, 
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young woman not only to express 
thoughts well but to have 
thoughts worth expressing. 

Other daughters of wealthy 

families take up the study of vo- 
cal expression for the sake of a 
new interest, and, says Miss 
Morse, find it stimulating to*men- 
tal and physical health. 
A man who has fought his way 
up in the business world unti) he 
is being called on for public ex- 
pression of his opinions. finds 
himself unable to do justice to 
himself before an audience. 
When he gets up on & convention 
platform or tries to respond to 
a toast at a dinner, he stammers, 
sweats, knocks over glasses of 
water and perhaps is harassed by 
cries of “Louder!” So he goes to 
Miss Morse to see if she c&n keep 
him from making a _ spectacle of 
himself on such occasions. She gets 
him to making faces—working his 
jaws, lips and tongue, stretching them, 
making them flexible. Then she 
shows him how to make his vowels 
and consonants g0 out instead of 
choking to death in his throat, She 
shows him how to stand at ease and 
how to control his breath and makes 
him say “Ha, ha, ho, ho, he, he.”’ 
She has him speak pieces. 

And, if he does not insist on strict 
privacy, she has him sit with others 
in a class where all take turns practic- 
ing the art of speaking on one anoth-

Dorothy Folk played in rep- 
ertoire in New York, and 
Charles Davis has filled 
vaudeville engagements and danced 
in Broadway productions. Miss 
Therese Marie Wittler and Eugene R. 
Wood, trained by Miss Morse, were in 
the cast of the St. Louis play, “Eyes,” 
coached by McClain, which won the 
Samuel French award and was one of 
four in the finals of the recent nation- 
al little theater contest in New York 
for the Belasco Cup. Hazel Baare, a 
former Toy Theater player, has had 
considerable success as a radio enter- 
tainer. 

Miss Morse’s activity in the little 
theater movement in St. Louis has 
been a natural outgrowth of her pro- 
fessional work. In 1914 she estab- 
lished the Toy Theater as a place in 
which her graduates might get prac-

ago the Toy Theater Players became 
an organization, and persons of some 
amateur experience, who have not 
been students of Miss Morse’s school, 
are now admitted to membership. 
Sheridan’s “The Rivals,”’ Yeats’ 
“Lands of Heart’s Desire,’ Barrie’s 
‘Alice, Sit by the Fire’ and Volmer’s 
“Sun Up” are among the plays which 
have been presented by this group. 
Ellona M. Garland is the manager and 
director and chief assistant to Miss 
Morse in the school. 

The Toy Theater is also the home 
of the Children’s Theater, directed by 
Bessie Bissell Morse, niece of Miss 
Morse. Here plays are presented by 
children for children—‘“Rip Van Win- 
kle,” “Cinderella,” ‘Hansel and 
Gretel,’”’ and others of the kind. It is 
felt thet this dramatic training, part 
of a movement in which there is much 
interest throughout the country, en- 
courages the love of literature in chil- 
dren, ‘eliminates their self-conscious- 
ness and develops their personality. 


HILE Miss Morse is in the 

VW business of teaching the art 
of vocal expression and de- 

pends on it for her livelihood, her 
work and the activities of her school 
are not limited to the things for 
which they receive pay. She is an 
extremely busy woman, but she finds 
time for considerable gratuitous serv- 
jee. Last year, for example, she and 
ber niece trained the pageant which 
the Salvation Army gave to raise 
money for its work. She donates each 
year to the Tuberculosis Society of St. 
Louis a scholarship in her school, 
which the society sells. She frequently 
sends entertainers from the school to 
give programs at the city hospital, the 
city infirmary and such institutions. 
During the World War she served the 
Government as a four-minute speaker. 
The time given to teaching has com- 
pelled Miss Morse virtually to aban- 


herself as an entertainer. 
She does, however, speak 
over the radio twice a 
week, except when she 
has to have a member of 
her staff substitute for her. One of 
these wéekly broadcasts has consisted 
of lesson talks on the spoken word; 
the other, this past winter, has dealt 
with St. Louis authors. Incidentally, 
she discovered that she had to use a 
special ‘“‘radio voice’’ for this work. 
She had to pitch her voice higher than 
for ordinary conversation, for when 
she used her customary tones, friends 
told her, it sounded as if she were 
talking from a vault. In this connec- 
tion it might be mentioned that the 
middle tones of a woman's voice, ac- 
cording to this authority, are gener- 
ally the best for conversational use; 
these tones are usually around B, be- 
low middle C. With a man the middle 
tones are usually from a few notes 
to an octave lower. 

In 1923 Miss Morse spent the sum- 
mer in Honolulu, giving recitals in pri- 
vate homes. The next winter she gave 
similar programs in New York.

melodious, effortless voice. She 
ia small and (frail-looking, but 
says her health is good and she al- 
most never becomes tired. She at- 
tributes her endurance to the fact 
that she practices what she preaches: 
night and morning she takes a set of 
exercises calculated to strengthen and 
relax, and throughout the day she fol- 
lows a system of relaxation that leaves 
her free from strain whether standing 
or sitting. Also, when the weather 
permits, she usually takes a long walk 
twice a day. 

Most of her reading is concerned 
with her work—technical articles, 
plays and literature, from which read 
ings are taken. Study of Shakspeare 
is part of her professional activity. 
She hasn't time for housekeeping, and 
lives at a hotel with her niece. 

Miss Morse is a member of the 8t. 
Louis Society of Authors, the Cornelia 
Green Chapter of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, the Women’s 
Advertising Club and the National As- 
sociation of Teachers of Speech. She 
is the author of “Principles of Ex- 
pression,” a textbook in her profes- 
sion, and is now at work on another 
book on the same general subject, 

The country girl who became a de 
veloper of culture among city dwellers 
regards the training of the speaking 
voice as “an unfolding of the intel- 
lectual powers’’—a matter of mental 
power and bodily control as well as 
schooled vocal chords. “Speech,”’ sie 
says, “Is the only natural art.” And 
she feels that a life devoted to pro- 
moting the best in this art is a life 
well spent.

CTWARDLY there 
was nothing wrong 
with the picture 
fresented by Millard 
Fillmore Brett's 
mirror.

nearly $2,000,000. In the cente- 
nary campaign now under way, it 
has undertaken to raise an addi-

With the new funds it expects to 
increase its endowment, add to its 
buildings and equipment and cre- 
ate additional scholarships. 

Knox had 520 students last se- 
mester and expects 5!) or more 
transfers next fall from Lombard, 
which closed its career with an en- 
rollment of 280. Applications from 
prospective freshmen indicate that 
Knox will start the next scholas- 
tic year with a registration close 
to 650, which is about as large a 
student body as it can accommo- 
date. It is not the purpose of the 
centenary campaign to provide 
for many more students, but 
to improve the facilities for edu- 
cation. 

The Lombard records will be 
transferred to Knox July 1. Since 
they include the alumni records, it 
is the understanding that Lombard

like physically. One must have 
tremendous physical endurance to 
make a flight like that. You not 
only have to pilot the machine 
and read the maps, but you also 
have to be continually pumping 
petrol from the supply tank to the 
feed tanks.

You have to make 3000 strokes 
with the right arm to pump 50 
gallons into the feed tanks. And 
when you've flown nine hours or 
so you have to spend half the 
night overhauling the machine. 
You're lucky if you get an aver- 
age of three hours’ sleep.” 


AVING gained her private 
H pilot’s license on June 26, 

1929, and her license as a 
ground engineer shortly after- 
ward, Amy Johnson came then 
to the most discouraging ob- 
stacle of all. It was worse 
than breaking her nails on 
a motor. Nobody would take 
her seriously as a flyer. Nobody 
wanted a girl pilot. She began to 
see that prospective airplane buy- 
ers would not want to be taken 
for trial flights by a mere woman. 
It made her bitter to see herself 
and women in general excluded 
from an occupation not because of 
incompetency but because they 
were women. Out of this bitter- 
ness grew her determination to 
have it over with once and for all 
by proving herself on a long and 
difficult flight. She picked the 
Australian flight as one that 
would answer all specifications as 
to length and danger and diffi- 
culty. 

Only Matthews and Humphreys 
were taken into her confidence at 
first. She sought their advice 
and talked the matter over in de- 
tail. When all three decided the 
thing could be done, she went 
home and held council with her 
family. The first thing to buy was 
an airplane, and her father was 
elected as the one to buy it. She 
knew the very machine she want- 


ed. It was a 2-year-old De Havi- 
land Gypsy Moth, owned by Cap- 
tain W. L. Hope, who had already 
done 35,000 miles in it on all sorts 
of jobs, ranging from racing to 
carrying newspapers. It had a 
speed of only 85 miles an hour 
and a cruising range of 1400, but 
it was the craft she wanted. It 
would cost $3000, and she would 
need other financial backing, too. 
Her father opposed the plan at 
first, and she appealed to Lord 
Wakefield, head of a great oil 
firm. He tried to dissuade her 
and she went to the Australian 
High Commissioner, Sir Granville 
Ryrie, who told her a story about 
the Indian who tried to stop an 
express train on the prairie. 
“Everybody admired his cour- 
age,’ said Sir Granville, ‘but not 
his judgment.’ Next she tried 
Sir Sefton Brancker, chief of the 
Civilian Aviation Ministry, who 
sent her back to Lord Wakefield 
with such a recommendation that 
Lord Wakefield finally agreed to 
guarantee her gasoline supplies. 


HERE was nothing much 
left to do then but try the 
newspaper offices, and Amy 
Johnson tried them. When they 
refused she went back with a last 
appeal to her father and Lord 
Wakefield, The details have not 
yet been learned, but somehow 
Amy put her proposition across. 
Together they bought her the 
plane she wanted and provided 
her with enough money for the 
trip. The rest is history. 

The prospects are that Amy 
Johnson won't be short of cash 
backing when she wants to fly 
back to England, as she intends 
to do in the fall, or when she 
wants to fly anywhere else, for 
that matter. Publishers are clam- 
oring for a book and newspapers 
and magazines are begging her for 
her story. The Daily Mail, which 
turned her down on her plea be- 
fore the flight, has now cabled 
her a prize of $50,000, which, it 
explained, was “the largest 
amount ever paid to a woman for 
a feat of daring.”
